F. No. 9i67|8()-EPC.---Attention is invited to 
the Ministry of Finance, Department of Revenue, 
Notification No. 157-Cus., dated the 1st March, 
1986 regarding reduction of customs duty ou import 
of certain items of textile machinery (copy an¬ 
nexed) . 

2. In pursuance of the aforesaid Notification, the 
intending importers will have to fulfil the following 
conditions :— 

(i) Necessary replacement permission in respect 
of looms|Rotor Spinning machines (wher¬ 
ever applicable shall be obtained from the 
concerned regional office of the Textile 
Commissioner. 

(ii) In the case of a liccnceable item, the im¬ 
porting mills shall approach die licencing 
authorities only after obtaining the neces¬ 
sary import licences. 
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(iii) The intending mill wi 11 make the necesTu) 
application to licensing authorities, enclos¬ 
ing (a) the proforma invoice of ihe looms 
or rotor spinning machines indicating c.i.t. 
value of the machinery and expected deli¬ 
very period and (b) a photostat copy of 
the letter of credit opened by their Banker. 

(iv) Necessary bond with bank guarantee as pet 
Annexure-W shall be executed with the 
Licensing Authority concerned before cleat- 
aneo of goods through the customs. The 
bond will be fur an amount equal to the 
c.i.l'. value of the imported machinery. It 
will be supported by a bank guarantee. 
The bank guarantee would be a revolving 
one and shall be renewed till the e-.port 
obligation is completed The amount of the 
Bank guarantee will be equal to 124 U of 
the c.i.f, value of the imported machinny. 

(v) In the case of imported looms specified in 
the said table-, the importer shall be under 
obligation to export goods produced by 
such loom. Such export obligation shall be 
less than 5 limes the value of the imported 
machine as determined under Section 14 
of the Customs Act, 1962, This shall be 
over and above the average export perfor¬ 
mance during the preceding 3 licensing 
year. 

(vi) In the case of imported Rotor Spinning 

Machines specified in the said Table, goods 
produced by such Rotor Spinning Machines 
and of value exceeding 5 times (he value 
of the machine as determined under sec¬ 
tion 14 of the Customs Act, 1962 shall be 
either exported out of India or the goods so 
produced shall be utilised in the produc¬ 
tion of fabrics exported out of India. 

(viil The export obligation mentioned in (v) 
and (vi) above shall be over and above the 
average export performance during the pre¬ 
ceding three years. 

(viiij The export obligation mentioned at tv) 
and (vi) also shall, be lullilled within a 
period of five yeais from the date of im¬ 
portation of the said machines. 

(ix) The importing mill shall, within a maximum 
period of six months from the date of im¬ 
portation of looms, commence production. 

(x) The Importing linn shall give an advance 

plan of production, giving details of quan¬ 
tity and type of fabric/goods proposed to 
be produced and exported to the Textile 
Commissioner at the beginning of each 
half year. First advance plan will be given 
within one month from the date of instal¬ 
lation of the imported machinery, 

l \i) Tor the purpose of monitoring and lull'd- 
mem of export obligation, year will be 
finauerat year from April-March. 


(xit) The importing firm shall aFo give full 
details ol production and exports every six 
months to the Textile' Commissioner as per 
ihe list in Annexure-o. Am deviation in 
Ihe plan of production will have to be re¬ 
ported and explained with reasons to the 
Textile Commissioner. 

(xiii) The linn shall furnish a report within 30 
days of the close of each financial year to 
the concerned regional licensing authorities 
with a copy to the Textile Commissioner, 
Bombay, giving in respect of the previous 
financial year the information mentioned 
in Annexure 'C\ The Textile Commis¬ 
sioner shall verify whether the annual re¬ 
port is consistent with tne advance produc¬ 
tion plan, the six monthly reports and the 
capacity of the imported machinery. The 
Textile Commissioner would then endorse 
the annual return furnished by the import¬ 
ing firm to the Regional Licensing Autho¬ 
rity. On receipt of the report of the Textile 
Commissioner, the licensing authority 
would finalise the export obligation ac¬ 
count for the year and take necessary 
further action. 

Explanatory Note :— 

“The export obligation referred to in this Pub- 
lice Notice|Bond shall not be less than 5 
times the value of the imported machine 
as determined under section-14 of the 
Customs Acq 1962. This shall be over and 
above the average export performance 
during the preceding 3 licensing years”.
